Action Causes Panic 
The action of the national bank 
caused a panic among merchants 
who instituted a moratorium, re¬ 
fusing to honor personal or busi¬ 
ness engagements. 

The warehouses of the country 
are choked with foreign merchan¬ 
dise. for which the merchants are 
unable to pay owing to their in¬ 
ability to secure foreign exchange. 

The national bank advised the 
merchants to dispatch their stocks 
to Djibouti, French Somoliland. 
where it was said they could be 
sold, but the banks and merchants 
there declined thalers unless for 
silver export—and the exportation 
of silver from Ethiopia is forbidden 
under pain of death. 

To Increase Forres 
In London the war office an¬ 
nounced that the fixed defenses at 
Aden. Arabia, as well as at Malta, 
would be brought up to strength 
already approved. 

Troops are being assembled at 
Southampton for dispatch to these 
two posts—kep points along Eng¬ 
land's "lifeline of the empire," 
which begins at Gibraltar and ends 
at Aden after the Suez canal pas¬ 
sage. 

Confirming that Malta and 
Aden defenses would be rein¬ 
forced with units of royal artillery 
engineers and signal corps, the war 
office, however, specified that 
these were the only moves to be 
made now. 

Fear that Mussolini's African 
sortie might blow the volcanic lid 
off was accentuated by II Duce 
himself. The London Daily Mail 
quoted him as saying in an inter¬ 
view: “The time has perhaps come 
to raise the question of colonies in 
all its implications. It would be 
to the benefit of all civilized states, 
especially those unjustly deprived 
of their share in the extraction of 
the wealth of the world.” 

Rirtain Sends Troops 
The British war office has or¬ 
dered 1200 troops to embark in the 
steamer Neuralia from Southamp¬ 
ton to Malta in the next few days 
to reinforce garrisons at British 
key points in the Mediterranean. 

In Malta, at the entrance to the 
Mediterranean, public air raid sta¬ 
tions have been ordered built and 
the populace has been instructed 
in the matter of safeguards in the 
event of gas attacks. 

Spain, as well as Britain, Is 
worried about her colinial posses¬ 
sions in Africa, Spain fears an up¬ 
rising of Morcoccan tribesmen may 
result from the general anti-Euro¬ 
pean feeling in sympathy with 
Ethiopia. Spain has re-enforced its 
Gibraltar garrison and placed 
dumps of munition there ready for 
speedy transport to Spanish Mor¬ 
occo. 

Criticize America 
The London Post today, under 
the heading, "America Passes By,' 
lashes out at the United States 
neutrality bill, saying: 

"Ever since the days of Na¬ 
poleon the United States policy 
has Insisted on the freedom of 
the seas with frequently em¬ 
barrassing emphasis. Now all of 
a sudden she has veered to the 
opposite extreme. 

"Wasn't America one of the 
signatories to the peace treties? 
Wasn't it the American secretary 
of state (Frank B. Kellogg) who 
instigated the so-called peace 
pact ?"

Prediction of dismissals for seven 
Injunction suits aimed at prevent¬ 
ing the setting of quotas for Hunt¬ 
ington Beach oil wells was re¬ 
called today when hearings in the 
cases were continued by Presiding 
Judge James L. Allen In superior 
court. 

Arthur Alexander, petroleum 
production inspector at Hunting- 
ton Beach, predicted last week 
that the cases would be dismissed, 
after the division of state lands 
issued an ultimatum that it will 
raise the quotas from 15.000 bar¬ 
rels per day to 19,230 barrels and 
on the 88 wells from which the 
state is receiving royalties, and 
will take the quota setting out of 
the hands of the central proration 
committee representing the indus¬ 
try. 

Cases Continued 

Mr. Alexander said the seven 
companies which brought suit had 
agreed verbally to abide by this 
program. Today, instead of con¬ 
ducting hearings for permanent in¬ 
junctions to prevent the state from 
setting quotas, the cases wc»-p con¬ 
tinued by stipulation. The'case, of 
the Beloil company was continued 
to September 10. Those of the 
Wilshire Oil company. Ambassador 
Petroleum company. Windsor. For¬ 
tune, Venton and Petrol Oil com¬ 
panies were continued to Septem¬ 
ber 18. 

Whether the state's action in 
taking jurisdiction over quotas for 
the 88 whipstock wells at Hunt¬ 
ington Beach will result in ironing 
out the situation or only in fur¬ 
ther complications was a question 
which remained unsettled today. 

Urged Higher Quota 

Several weeks ago Inspector 
Alexander wrote to Oil Umpire 
Pemberton, urging a higher quota, 
but the raise was not forthcoming. 

Addressing the oil umpire on 
August 19, Carl B. Sturzenacker, 
chief of the division of state lands, 
■aid in part: :"I have spoken to 
both the governor and Mr. Stock- 
burger, director of finance, and 
they strongly urge that the com¬ 
mittee extend this allotment to us. 
so that a considerable amount of 
money can be paid into the treas¬ 
ury. We have for some months 
past been suffering from an in¬ 
creasing loss of royalties. While 
we do not wish to jeopardize the 
oil industry, and wish to co-oper¬ 
ate in every way, our financial con¬ 
dition is such that we need all 
moneys obtainable, and a good por¬ 
tion of it should come from this 
source.” 

Umpire Replies 

Addressing Mr. Sturzenacker, 
August 23, Oil Umpire Pemberton 
said, among other things: "In your 
letters you have suggested that a 
certain group of wells within a 
given field should be allowed more 
production than another group of 
wells, and were such a request 
granted it would mean that the 
operators producing wells under a 
state royalty would obtain a finan¬ 
cial advantage over the other op¬ 
erators in the same field and would 
permit the state wells, if such they 
may be called, to drain the wells 
of operators producing from pri¬ 
vately owned lands, and to permit 
such a situation would be to aban¬ 
don all former efforts at maintain¬ 
ing a fair and equitable allocation 
between wells, and while it might 
increase the revenues to the state 
of California, it would by an equal 
amount decrease the income of all 
other royalty owners and oil well 
operators within the state. 

"While I cannot definitely state 
that the above were the exact rea¬ 
sons why the central committee 
refused to approve the suggestions 
contained in your letters, yet I feel 
that the matters herein discussed 
were in the minds of those mem¬ 
bers who voted against the pro¬ 
posal.”

During the last year, the Orange 
county health department labora¬ 
tory made 21,807 examinations on 
14,823 s p ec i m e n s submitted. 
Among these specimens, 1,702 
water samples were cultured and 
exaimned; 3,365 milk specimens 
examnied for bacterial counts; 
3,682 nose and throat cultures 
were examined for diphtheria, of 
which 254 showed diphtheria 
germs. 3,916 blood specimens were 
examined for infectious diseases; 
374 specimens examined for 
typhoid fever; 229 specimens ex¬ 
amined for tuberculosis; and 753 
smears taken and examined for 
various serious diseases. In addi¬ 
tion, 41 dogs' heads were exam¬ 
ined for rabies.

FULLERTON - Residents of the 
Fullerton elementary school dis¬ 
trict will go to the pools tomorrow 
to vote on a SI 56.000 bond Issue, 
proposed by members of the ele¬ 
mentary board for rehabilitation of 
several buildings and construction 
of a new plant at the Wilshire 
avenue plant. 

Board members are asking pas¬ 
sage of the bonds in order that a 
federal grant of $192,000 may be 
obtained to complete the total of 
$427,000 for the project. 

At a mass meeting last week, 
residents pointed out that if school 
authorities were forced to rebuild 
the school system on a pay-as-you- 
go system, a building tax rate of 
45 to 50 cents over a long period 
of time would be necessary, while 
under the bond issue plan, a rate 
of about 14 cents would enable 
them to complete the rebuilding 
work in less than two years and 
would aid considerably in caring 
for local unemployed. 

A bond issue was proposed in 
the district some time ago. board 
members at that time feeling that 
$300,000 would he necessary to 
complete the work, but with pos¬ 
sibility of obtaining federal aid 
and under PWA makes the smaller 
issue feasible at this time. 

Proposed reconstruction includes 
the Chapman avenue school, which 
will be completely rehabilitated, 
removal of the second floor at the 
Maple avenue building, and con¬ 
struction of two smaller units to 
care for students there; the Ford 
avenue building would be remod¬ 
eled to conform with earthquake 
specifications, and the Valencia 
avenue structure would be "tied 
together” and the tile roof re¬ 
moved. 

Plans for a new plant at the 
Wilshire avenue plant include a 
new auditorium, as there is no 
such structure now available at 
the school. The present Wilshire 
building would be abandoned, as 
estimates for rehabilitation have 
shown that it would not be eco¬ 
nomical to attempt to rebuild the 
structure.

Editor The Journal: 

Italy and Ethiopia stand in full 
armor ready to pillage and destroy 
each other. Great Britain is em¬ 
ploying every means of averting 
another world war, the conflagra¬ 
tion of Europe and Africa.

Cautiously 
he threw a few quips at the Presi¬ 
dent's box. It was at the time 
of troubles with Mexico. The gov¬ 
ernment was being severely criti¬ 
cized for its failure to capture 
Vi’ia for unpreparedness of the 
army. 

The President Laughed 

"There is some talk of getting 
a machine gun if we can borrow 
one," Rogers said, twirling his 
rope. "The one we have now they 
are using to train our army with 
in Plattsburg. If we go to war, 
we will just have to go to the 
trouble of getting another gun.” 

The President was laughing 
heartily. 

"President Wilson Is getting 
along fine now to what he was 
a few months ago," Rogers 
went on. “Do you realize, peo¬ 
ple, that at one time In our 
negotiation with Germany he 
was five notes behind?” 

President Wilson almost roared 
with laughter And Rogers had 
one of his most successful nights 
on the stage. 

His barbs had an underlying 
good sense which made the man 


respected as a commentator on 
the changing scene. Never any 
respecter of persons, he took de¬ 
light in poking fun at those who 
sat in high places. 

"Political self-starters" he dub¬ 
bed those who are caught up in 
a whirlwind of pre-convention en¬ 
thusiasm and the name stuck. 

Hurley A Close Friend 

His reporting on that long, 
draggy democratic convention of 
1924 made his comments the daily 
talk of Main street. 

"They nominated everybody but 
the Four Horsemen," he titled 
one of his reports from that 
session. 

Always, after that convention, 
he was a welcome guest in any 
political gathering and in the 
homes of Washington's greatest. 

One of his closest friends was 
Pat Hurley, secretary of war un¬ 
der President Hoover. And Hurley 
attests that Rogers' "off-the- 
record" advice was filled with 
political wisdom. 

Not Seriously 

A1 Smith and Franklin D 
Roosevelt were hardly more prom¬ 
inent at the 1932 democratic con¬ 
vention in Chicago than the cow¬ 
boy humorist. He was introduced 
to the convention by Eddie Dow¬ 
ling of the stage. For 15 min¬ 
utes, factions forgot their trou¬ 
bles as Rogers tossed his “gags” 
at the biggest of the political big¬ 
wigs.

Prize-Winning Six-Hitch Team Here Tuesday Afternoon 


AAA EXPENDITURES TOTAL 
807 MILLIONS IN YEAR 


WASHINGTON. Auk 26 <*>> - 
The AAA reported today that its 
expenditures totaled $807,686.- 
134.47 durinK the fiscal year ended 
last June 30. 

The administration also an¬ 
nounced that funds available were 
$960,334,220.63, leaving a balance 
of $142,466,086.16 which was car¬ 
ried over into the new fiscal year. 

Rental and benefit payments to 
farmers under contracts ‘n five 
commodity adjustment programs 
were $563,438,812.77. Other ex¬ 
penditures were: Removal of sur¬ 
pluses and conservation of sur¬ 
pluses. $12,591,001.49: drought re¬ 
lief. food conservation and disease 
eradication. $148,520.819 96: trust 
fund operations, $13,704,070.23: ad¬ 
ministrative expenses. $38,583.- 
642.13: tax refunds. $30,292,782.89, 
and disbursement expenses, $737,- 
005. 

The trust fund operations in¬ 
cluded distribution of payments to 
farmers who pooled excess cotton 
tax-exemption certificates, and to 
farmers cooperating in a rice mar¬ 
keting agreement. 


Funds carried over from the fis¬ 
cal year ending June 30, 1934, in¬ 
cluded $71,572,151.43 in processing 
tax collections, and $281,565,270.08 
in appropriations and trust funds. 
During the first 11 months of the 
past fiscal year, additional funds 
available were $111,924,702.36 in 
appropriations and trust funds and 
$495,272,096.76 in processing tax 
collections. 

The AAA said final statistics 
were not available on processing 
tax collections for June, 1935, but 
that the total should be "approxi¬ 
mately $30.950,261." 

Rental and benefit payments 
were divided as follows: Cotton, 
$116,195,930.56: wheat, $98,223.- 
175.49: tobacco, $28,767,914.02; 

corn-hogs, $302,407,647.62, and 
sugar, $17,844,145.08. 

The AAA spent $11,486,937.36 in 
disease eradication; $111,540,027.42 
in the purchase of drought cattle; 
$7,709,879.60 for drought sheep and 
goats; $17,780,661.20 in conserva¬ 
tion of seeds in drought areas, and 
$3314.38 in feed and forage con¬ 
servation.

A wealthy old ranchman of Zac¬ 
atecas, Mex„ has no family but 
did possess a hogshead of rare 
wine. Becoming ill and realizing 
his days were numbered, he began 
to consume the wine. 

He grew worse and redoubled 
his efforts to finish the wine be¬ 
fore the last hour arrived. All at 
once, he got better, recovered. One 
day he started to dip up some 
more wine and discovered a dead 
rattlesnake in the barrel. 

A woman gave boiled rattle¬ 
snake liver to a child who had 
diphtheria and the child straight¬ 
way got well. 

In some parts of Mexico the gall 
bladders of rattlesnakes (it's the 
student's story) are saved for 
emergencies. A person who is bit¬ 
ten by a rattlesnake can drink 
gall and be cured as quickly as did 
the followers of Moses who looked 
up at the serpent in the wilderness. 

A bit of rattlesnake lore, how¬ 
ever, which is known only to resi¬ 
dents of the southwest is this: 

If you want to make a rattle¬ 
snake really fighting mad. just 
blow your breath In his ugly face.

The first draft of the night's script 
is written and all such questions 
that arise are answered. A second 
shift then takes over the reins, and 
again at night a cleanup squad pol¬ 
ishes up rough edges of scripts 
which have already been through 
preliminary rehearsal and prepare 
dramatic versions of happenings up 
until air time. 

The casual listeners can hardly 
be expected to realize this tremend¬ 
ous back-stage job. A new page in 
radio production is being written. 

There are three rehearsals. The 
first starts at 6 p. m.. EDST, without 
the orchestra. Howard Barlow, who 
arrives at the studio late in the 
afternoon for a look at the scripts 
for which he must select music, gives 
his men their preliminary workout 
at the same time in an adjacent 
studio. 

The second rehearsal is all set for 
8 o'clock, while the third—the prin¬ 
cipal dress rehearsal—goes on at 
9:30 to last until five minutes be¬ 
fore going on the air. The dress in¬ 
cludes the latest additions to the 
show. 

The tense problem of producing 
“March of Time” extends to the act¬ 
ors themselves, who must be alert 
to every Characterization which may 
turn up on a moment’s notice in 
world news. 

For every piece of news which can 
be anticipated there is another, 
such as the Will Rogers disaster, 
which comes unexpectedly. And it 
is the latter which creates produc¬ 
tion problems. 

There are ten feature players in 
the cast, all trained actors. Mob 
scenes call for the api^earance of 
fifteen to twenty-five players, while 
special assignments seldom antici¬ 
pated, keep others constantly at 
their phones awaiting a call from 
Director Pryor.

This, the third German set to 
appear in recent weeks, is to 
mark the centennial of “Deutsche 
Eisenbahn" or German railways. 
Four types of locomotives are 
used for the designs, the 6-pfen¬ 
nig bearing a reproduction of the 
first railway engine to operate in 
Germany, described as ’’Puffing 
Billy.” It pulled a train between 
Nurnberg and Fuerth. The 12- 
pfennig has a modern express 
train engine, while on the 25 is 
the “Flying Hamburg e r,” a 
streamliner. The fourth stamp, 40 
pfennig. illustrates a “super” 
streamline train. 

Another of Germany’s philatelic 
contribution is a block of four, 
3, 6, 12 and 25 pfennigs, issued 
on the occasion of the interna¬ 
tional stamp show at Koenigsberg. 
As has been the case with stamp 
show issues of various countries 
within the last year or so. the 
four denominations are printed in 
the center of a white sheet which 
bears the watermark, “Ostropa 
1935.”

BORAH ON REPRESSION 

T HE REPRESSIONISTS now urging congress to pass 
the Tydings-McCormack “military disaffection” and 
Kramer-Russell anti-radical bills, will get wisdom from 
the words of one of the nation’s ablest defenders of the 
constitution. 

“For myself,” Senator Borah recently told a convention 
of editors, “I am not a communist. I abhor its teachings 
Bnd its practices alike.

“But I reject, I utterly reject, I denounce, as subversive 
of everything which we Americans hold sacred, the theory 
that in fighting communism and fascism, you must sur¬ 
render Americanism. It is my contention that to oppose 
communism and fascism by surrendering the very things 
such as free speech and the right of assemblage which 
distinguishes Americanism from fascism and communism, 
is blundering leadership and unworthy of true 
Americans.”

M AYBE THAT $650,000,000 in unpaid Eu^>pean war 
debts wasn’t wasted after all.
